Weekly Sermon 


BE RECONCILED, SAYS MILLIKAN 

That ihere is mo insurmountable 
barrier between the modern physical 
scientist and the staunch religionist 
was made very plain by Dr. Robert 
A. Millikan, eminent American 
physicist, in a recent address at 
Winnipeg, Manitoba. In fact, he as- 


jserted that the greatest . scientific 


men, like Maxwell, Faraday, Galileo, 
and Newton of the past, and 
Jeans, Eddington, and Hinstein of 


jthe present, have possessed an abia- 
jing faith that a divine power, under 


whatever name, had a definite place 
in the cosmic economy. 

That religion and science are thus 
reconciled may come as a surprise 
to many, for the belief has gained 
vround that when physical science 
with its theory of evolution comes in 
religion goes out. But the advances 
thinkers of today fully realize that 
this revolutionary process did not re- 
sult from any force inherent in mat- 
ter, but rather from a_ universal 
power which has manifested itself 
throughout creation. Bergson caljed 
this power’ elan vital—or vital im- 
pulse. By whatever name it is desig- 
nated, it is the infinite Principle, the 
great First Cause, which created the 
universe and will rule it throughout 
eternity. 

Too often, it seems, in spite of the 
vision of the most eminent scientists, 
students accepting the theory of 
evolution as explaining the develop- 
ment of !'fe on the earth in its count- 
less forms and finally producing man- 
kind, have thrown away the scriptur- 
al story of creation, relegating it to 
the realm of tradition, or even of 
mythology. The higher vision of the 
leaders is correcting this misappre- 
hension, and thus savirig many’ from 


Eddington in an address in London, 
as reported in the press, in answer to 
‘the query as to the most momentous 
step recently” taken in physica: 
Science, declared boldly that it was 
‘the realization that physical science 
at the most is dealing only with 
shadows.. Reality, the ultimate and 
absolute of existence, .‘s something 
back of, although in substance quite 
apart from, the physical univera:. 
Dr. Millikan gave figures to. prove 
there there is in the United States an 
increasing interest in religion among 
all classes, and that the physical 
scientists are no exception, He stated 
that where formerly but 12 per cent 
of the scientfic men were listed in 
Who's Who as churchmen, 44 per 
ent of the younger group are listed 
as such. Thus the conclusion is 
drawn that physical science is not 
undermining religion. 
| There is no legitimate reason why 
the two should not go hand in hand 
when it is realized that where re- 


ligion deals definitely with things ot 


the spirit, physica! science deals only 
with the realm of matter, with the 
things that are temporal; and that 
reality, the ultimate and absolute, 
pertains only to the things that are 
not seen, the things which are eter- 
nal. In the light of this -understand- 
ing there is no conflict—religion and 
the sciences are indeed reconciled.
